On Saturday, March 12, a ref- 
erendum will be held in every beat 
in Coffee County to determine 
whether or not marketing quotas 
will be in effeet during 1988. Vot- 
ing will start not Jater than 9 a.m 
and will continue until 7 p.m.

“Do you favor cotton marketing | 
quotas for the 1938 crop?” is the 
question to be answered, The bal- 
lot will be secret, 

All farmers who produced cotton | 
in 1987 are entitled and urged to 
vote at the place designated fo 
their beat, 

In the event two or more per-} 
sons engaged in producing cotton 
in 1987 jointly or in common, each 
such person is entitled to vote. 

No cotton farmer (whether an 
individual, partnership, corpora- 
tion, firm, or other legal enticy) 
shall be entitled to more than one | 
yote in the referendum, even! 
though he muy have been enguy.d 
in 1937 in the production of cotton} 
in two or more communities, | 
counties, or states, 

You must vote in person as there 
will be no voting by proxy or| 
agents, but a duly authorized of- | 
ficer of a corporation, firm, or) 
other legal entity shall be allowed 
te cast its vote, 

In case several persons, such as 
husband, wife and children, par-| 
ticipated in the production of cot- 
ton in 1987 under a lease or share-|} 
cropping agreement, only the per- | 
son or persons who signed or en- 
tered into the lease or share-crop- 
ping agreement will be eligible to | 
vote. | 

If more than one-third of the 
producers voting in the referen- 
dum vote against the marketing 
quotas, they will not go into ef- 
fect in 1938. Neither will cotton 
loans be made on the 1988 crop. | 
On the other hand, if two-thirds 
or more of the farmers voting fa- 
vor cotton marketing quotas, loans 
will very likely be available on the 
1988 crop. : 

Under the marketing quotas di- 
vision of the bill a farmer may 
sell, without penalty, all of the 
cotton he produces on his allotted 
acreage, regardless of the amount. 

We hope that You will vote your 
convictions either for or against 
fhe program on March 12. We 
also suggest that you urge your 
neighbors to vote,

Deputy Sheriff Wes Herring 
quoted English as saying the trio 
was returning from Dothan where 
they had attended the Monday| 
night wrestling matches and pick- 
ed up the hitch-hiker “out from 
town.”

The murder warrant was issued 
after Sheriff May made a trip to 
Elba to investigate and also visit 
the seene of the slaying, near the 
Choctawnhatchee river, just within 
the Houston County boundary. 

Sheriff May reported his inves- 
tigation disclosed that English 
forged the name of Whitaker to an 
automobile accident policy for 
$5,000, payable to him, and that 
the policy was delivered Monday 
afternoon, shortly before the trio 
left for Dothan. 

30th English and King told of- 
ficers they were returning to Elba 
and picked up a hitch-hiker “just 
out of Dothan” and that the hitch- 
hiker killed Whitaker, beat King 
and then attacked English.

Dust Bowl Will Bloom, 


Says Reclamation Expert 

Amarillo, Texas.—Visions of turn- 
ing America's dust bowl region into 
a land of milk and honey are seen 
in a proposed agricultural program 
involving $160,612,367 in expendi- 
tures which has been recommended 
to authorities in Washington, 


W. H. Finnell, director of the soil 
conservation service, with head- 
quarters in Amarillo, made the ree- 
ommendation in a detailed survey. 
He believes that this area can be 
made one of the greatest agricul- 
tural regions in the world. 

The survey reveals possible re- 
sults from an efficient utilization of 
water resources in the five-state re- 
gion, which includes the Panhandle 
plains. It is a long-range program, 
to realize the fullest possibilities 
of the natural resources of the one- 
time dust bowl, Finnell explains, 

About 75 per cent of the suggested 
amount would be devoted to water- 
retention projects, such as level ter- 
races, contour furrows, stock water 
ponds and small reservoirs. 

Farm Laborers Young 

Washington.—Farm laborers are 
young compared with other occupa- 
tional groups, according to a recent 
survey in 11 states by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. More than one- 
third of the farm laborers included 
in the survey were between the ages 
of twenty and twenty-nine years old 
and two-thirds were under forty.
